w ill be frepr todevelope the immense resources
contained in most of the eastern provinces of-he- r

empire.
"It Is moreover known that the project of

re'orm lalely presented to the Diet ot Prussia,
while implying the rupture of existing ties
between Austria and Opru.an.v, leave a door open
for new rtlaiions in tbe future.

NAVAL ENGAGEMENT AT LISSA,

The Italian fleet, which has been lying inac-
tive for so many months in the waters ol th3
Adriatic, and from which so much had been ex-

pected, has not tared better than the laud lotces
of Victor Emanuel, as it was completely
beaten a few days ago by an Austrian fleet infe-

rior in n limber, oil' Lisa, a stronuly fortiiiel
town on tbe const of Dalmntia. The Italnns
lost two ships the lie iF Italia aud a common boat,
the crew of the latter preferrng to blow up the
vessel to siurcndcnrg to the Austriaus. The
Italian Admiral Per.-mn- louud his lleet so crip-
pled tbat he was obliged to retire to Ancoua for
repairs. However, till Italian ptipers w inch we
have hitherto seen claim the viciory for Italy,
and several to,vns illuminated to celebrate the
event.

ATROCITIES OF THE PRUSSIANS IN FRANKFORT.

The indignation of all Euiope haa by this time
hi pn nroused bv the conduct of Generals von
Falkenstein aud Manteutl'el towards the Inofl'en-siv- e

inhabitants of the free town of Frankfort-on-tbe-Mai-

General von Falkenstein began
by levying the sum of 6,000,000 ot florins.
Having been named Governor of Bohemia, the
first act of his successor was to visit the city
with another war contribution of 25,000,000 of

florins, forming a total of 75,000,000 ot traucs.for
a city which has not more than 70,000 inhabi-

tants. What a joyful prospect for the future!
'There Is not such a sum in the city," said the
wo Senators who have accepted the functions

of Civil Commissioners. "I do not insist abso-

lutely in being paid in hard cash. There
are good signatures in Frankfort; I

will take bills." "Your Excellency, It
It is impossible !" "Do not pronounce that word

lor you will draw on your city the horrors of pil
lage." This short but memorable conversation
took place ou the 20th of July, in the year of our
Lord lsoc. The Commissioners set to work.
They had a meeting, at the Chamber of Com
merce, of the principal bankers, aud submitted
to them the new demands of the Prussian occu
pation. A deputation, compo-e- d of Messrs. de
Rothschild, Grunelius und De Neville, was sent
to General von Mantoutl'el. They obtained the
same reply as before. The General said to them:

What matters. It you call a second Duke of
Alba!" Latest accounts trom tranklort do not
tell us if the money had been paid. Formerly
the axiom was, Portius tnori quam fatduri.

Tbe Jews ot Frankfort ''out change tout cela;"
they say now-- a days, "Itather die than pay." Tele"
grams from Berlin assert tbat It is more than
likely that the Prussian Government will dis.
avow tbe conduct of ite generals. The philoso-

pher Tousnel was right w hen lie said, "The
Jews are the kings of the earth."

The history ot Frankfort is one ot the most
curious episodes of the present war.

Kn attendant, negotiations are still going on.
The Preusischer-taats-Ameiije- s of Berlin gives
us the Items of the preliminaries of pease, which
are as follows:

1. Prussia to reconstruct Confederation of
"the Horth.

2. Exclusion of Austria from the Confede-
ration.

'3. The north of Schloswig to return to Den-
mark.

4. Prussia to keep the Elbe Duchta.
6. Hesee to he partly annexed to Prussia.

THE FALL OF AUSTRIA,
to which the Emperor Franz Joseph ha alyen his
consent has caused general indienation in Vienna
and throughout Anstria generally. The pres is
unanimous in condemning the shanicul peace
which has been concluded with Prossia, How-
ever, the Hapshtirgs are too old to learn.

RIOTS IN LONDON.

The capital of England has for tho last lew
days been the scene of constant riot and dis-
order. The lie for in meetings wh.ch wer to have
taken place in Hyde Park were prevented by
the authorities, and the cons-quen- ce was a
combat between the police and tho people, who
ditl grpat damage in the Park, tearing uowu the
rails and destroytne the trees.

HOW PARIS AMU8FS ITSELF.
The majority of the Parisian theatres aro at

gtatitude from poor Demcntier." The Sister of
Alercy haa just ltillilled the wnlies of the dying
workman.
